“Mothers Don’t 


Know How to Feed 
Children” 


A doctor of the Department of Health 
says that some mothers who send chil- 
dren to the Altona North Kindergarten do 
not know how to feed their children 
properly. ; 


“"Some children had 
diets,” he said. 


Th Health Department officer 
is Dr. N. Cowling, who examined 
46 children at the kindergarten 
in October. Some of the child- 
ren had been seen earlier in the 
year ‘at a neighbouring kinder- 
garten.”” 

He said the general health was 
reasonable — “‘although there 
were a few problems.” 

“Quite a large number of the 
children had mild respiratory 
tract infections when seen, but 
none of these were in need of 
special treatment. 

“Any who suffered from more 
severe chest problems seemed 
to attend local doctors when re- 
quired,”” he said. 

“The state of nutrition of most 
children was satisfactory though 
a. few parents seemed unaware 
of children's basic food .require- 
ments, and some children had 
extremely unconventional diets. 

“Similarly a number of chil- 
dren are allowed to stay up at 
night even until 10 p.m, which 
means of course that they can- 
not benefit properly from their 
hours at kindergarten,” he said. 

Dr. Cowling added: ‘Various 
minor behaviour problems were 
discussed with parents con-

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Change Called For in 
Kinder Medicals 


There were marked variations 
between suburbs and shires in 
the care of the pre-school child 
throughout Victoria. 


Cr. Alex Bottomley, chairman 
of the City of Melbourne Health 
Committee, said this when pro- 
posing the toast to Federal and 
State Government at the Lord 
Mayor's dinner in Melbourne 
last week. ° 


Cr. Bottomley said that surely 
the time had come when use of 
part-time medical officers was 
inadequate for the needs of the 
community. 

If municipalities would not join 
together and appoint a full-time 
medical officer for the super- 
vision of pre-school children, 
then it was time to ensure that 
children in all suburbs and 
shires obtain the same -care and 
attention as did the children un- 
der the control of the Melbourne 
City Council. 

Cr. Bottomley said he- knew 
of one shire in Victoria where 
two part-time medical officers 
were employed and received the 
amount of $8.33 a month. 

Obviously, adequate _ time 
could not be devoted to the chil- 
dren, and this particularly ap- 
plied in areas far distant from 
dentists and other specialists. 


Cr. Bottomley added that the 
pre-school child was the citizen 
of the future, and surely no field 
of social care was of greater 
social significance to our future 
development. 

Cr. Bottomley referred to the 
National Health and Medical Re- 
search Council and the statement 
at thé Council's meeting in April 
this year that the Council was 
concerned at the delay in. intro- 
ducing fluoridation of public 
water supplies. 

Cr, Bottomley said he had no 
doubt that the State Govern- 
ment would take positive action 
on fluoridation in the near future.

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PLANT DISEASES AND HOW TO 
- CONTROL THEM 


With these drought conditions we are 
now having, plant pests are one of many 
problems we-have to contend with. 
play havoc in the garden if 


Plant diseases can 
not controlled, 


bi . 

To protect plants from disease 
chemicals must be used to .kill 
the parasite. or stop it's. spores 
from gérminating. 

Some of the common disease 
which effect plants are— 

“Damping off’ is a common 
trouble which attacks young seed 
lings, causing them to collapse 
at the base of the stem. This 
trouble is: caused by a fungus 
at the base of the stems or in 
the root. This is often brought 
about by planting seed too 
thickly or very damp soil. It is 
helpful to treat infected soil with 
TCNB or a funcacide. 


“Leaf curl,” a*common fungus 
which appears on the peach and 
nectarine trees is shown by 
abnormal growth and curling of 
leaves. For the control use 
bordeaux mixture or lime sul- 
phur at early bud swell to give 
complete control. 


“Black spot,” seen on roses 
and many other plants. Remove 
infected leaves and spray with 
captan. 


“Aphids’” are the most abun- 
dant pests in the garden. A 
close watch should be kept for 
them, and even if only a few 
are seen, they should be de- 
stroyed immediately, as they 
will soon multiply, ‘especially in 
the warmer weather. 

Aphids feed by sucking the 
sap from a plant and can quickly 
cripple it and cause general 
stunting. The control of these 
can be effected by using mala- 
thion or nicotine sulphate. 


“Caterpillars,”’ another trouble- 
some pest. make their presence 
felt now, especially on the grape 
vines. They need quick atten- 
tion. Regular spraying with 
arsenate of lead will soon finish 
them. Care should be taken not 
to use this spray within six 
weeks of eating the grapes.

“Thrips” can also be, found 
in all gardens. There aré many 
varieties’ of thrip. Some, like 
the gladiola thrips, carry over 
in the husks, which should be 
removed before being stored. 
Then dust the corms. with DDT 
powder. Spray when planted 
once every 10 days or fortnightly 
at least.. : 


“Ants,"’ which really thrive at 
this time, ‘are causing problems. 
A sure way to rid yourself of 
them is to spray with dieldrin. 
This spray will also take care 
of the earwigs, 

Care must be taken to follow 
directions on the container as 
by making solution over strong. 
can be harmful to your plants.
